The plan, it was asserted, is to pass 
one bill which would create an inter- 
state trade commission with broad 
powers to investigate affairs of corpo- 
rations and with specific authorization 
to inquire into the relation to commerce 
of interlocking directorates, holding 
eompanies, stock-watering, the issu- 
ance of railroad securities and price 
discriminations which tend to destroy 
competition. The commission would 
recommend to the next congress what 
further trust regulative legislation it 
deemed advisable for the welfare of the 
country. 

Suggested by Wilson. 

Such a culmination of an anti-trust 
legislative program, originally suggest- 
ed by President Wilson in a special 
message to congress, has been working 
eut in conference between the president 
and senateand house leaders for many 
weeks. The task tentatively outlined 
in bills proposed assumed proportions 
that precluded its accomplishment, 
leaders believed, in view of other legis- 
lative problems confronting congress, 
and also because of the many conflict-

DEATH NOTE TELLS 
LOVE FOR HUSBAND 


Despondent Because He 
Was Dut of Work, Chorus 
Girl Wife Attempts to End 
Her Life. 


Despondent and tired of living, be- 
cause her boy husband could not se- 
cure enough work to make a living 
for them, Nellie Johnson, the pretty 
18-year-old chorus girl wife of L. M. 
Johnson, swallowed the contents of a 
bottle of tincture of belladonna Friday 
morning in her room at the Edgewood 
hotel, at 104% Edgewood avenue, and 
as her husband entered the room and 
found her lying on the bed, she point- 
ed out to him a letter she had writ- 
ten, in which she told him why she 
had taken the poison, and declared that 
he was the sweetest man in all the 
world. 

The girl was rushed to the Grady 
hospital about 2 o’clock Saturday aft- 
er.oon, after physicians summoned to 
her bedside had given her medical at- 
tention for several hours. She is re- 
ported in a dying condition by the 
doctors at the Grady hospital, not hav- 
ing regained consciousness since her 
arrival at the hospital. 

Her husband Stated at the hospital 
that he could not tell why his young 
wife had tried to take her life. 

‘We have always loved one anoth- 
er,” he stated. “I got up early Sat- 
urday morning to go to the postoffice 
to see if an important letter I was 
expecting had arrived. On my return, 
I found Nellie lying on the bed and 
nuticed that she had — her 
clothing, and that she had powdered 
her face and arranged her hair. 

“Beside her was a glass, and when 
I asked her what was in it, she 
stated that it was some wine that a 
friend had given her. 

“I stepped out of the room a few 
minutes and when [I returned I no- 
ticed that the glass was empty. I 
knew that Nellie had been blue be- 
cause I had not been able to get any 
money. She was not herself last night, 
but this morning told me that she 
had taken dope thata friend had given 
her, and that it was the dope talking, 
and not herself. 

“I told her that I would forgive her, 
as I knew that she did not use dope 
habitually. In a few minutes, Nellie 
began to talk funny, and I asked her 
about the empty glass. She showed 
me the empty betthe of tincture of 
I called a physician and 
secured two, who seemed to have re- 
lieved her of her suffering about 12 
o’clock. 

“I went out to’get a little lunch, and 
when I came back, Neilie, although 
she had never become unconscious, was 
in a deep stupor. The doctors 
advised me to take her to the hos- 
pital. 

“I never dreamed that Nellie was 
going to do this, although she spoke 
of being tired of living when she 
awoke Saturday morning. She said 
she was despondent and blue because 
we had no money. I told her not to 
worry, and that if she was worried, 
[ would secure a little farm out in 
the country where she could’ live in 
peace,” 

Johnson that his wife was 
disappointed when, last 
week in Americus, Ga., the Speer and 
Jetton Musical Comedy Stock company, 
in Which she was a chorus girl, was 
stranded. 

The couple were married in Atlanta 
on May 17, 1913. The young wife was 
Miss Neilie E. Sisco, and was reared 
in Selma, Ala.

Cracks for Gunmen 


In the. Death Chair This Week 


Play Last Card and Lose 


GUNMEN LAUGHING 
WHEN DOOM CAME 


They Had Just Celebrated 
the Passover Feast—They 
Hear Verdict Without Any 
Signs of Breaking Down. 


Ossining, N. Y., April 11.—A quarter 
of an hour before the news of Justice 
Goff’s adverse decision was flashed to 
the prison, the gunmen were laughing 
and chatting freely with Rabbi Mayer 
Koffstein. With the rabbi seated ata 
small table near the cells, the Pass- 
over feast had just been celebrated, 
the rabbi explaining the lessons taught 
by the feast. 

Warden Clancy 
house shortly after 
press dispatches announcing 
Goff’s decision adverse to the gunmen. 

“T am sorry, boys,” he said. ‘Again 
{[ am the bearer of bad news.” 

Absolute silence followed. 

“We Can Stand It.” 

“Well, go ahead; we can stand it,” 
said one of the condemned men after 
a pause. 

The men asked the warden for the 
grounds on which Justice Goff had 
based his refusal, but were told they 


would have to wait until morning. 

“What can you think of a judge who, 
in a case like this, wastes time in 
investigating threatening letters. No 
criminal case ever would be Tii.o..2d 
if all threatening letters were investi- 
gated,” commented “Whitey Lewis.” 

After a twenty-minute visit with 
the gunmen, the warden came out with 
a statement from “Lefty Louie.” 

“We again ask Governor Glynn, in 
all fairness,” it read, “to grant us a 
reprieve pending the trial of Lieuten- 
ant Becker, when the truth will be 
known,” 

This was signed by all except “Dago 
Frank,” who had no statement to 
make. 

The ‘gunmen tonight asked Rabbi 
Kopfstein to be wtth them at the 
end. He came out of the death cham- 
ber visibly affected and said the 
men’s transformation was che most 
wonderful he ever had experienced. 

Ready to Fix Current. 

Electri¢ian Davis, who directs the 
mechanical phase of electrocutions, ar- 
rived at Sing*Sing tonight to engage in 
the preliminaries of the task set him. 

A dramatic occurrence marked his 
arrival. Just as Jacob Rosenberg, 
father of “Lefty Louie” Rosenberg, 
one of the quartet condemned to die, 
approached the prison, clutching a pe- 
tition from Rabbi Goldstein, as ‘ng 
for the postponement of the execution 
until next Thursday,®e met Mr. Davis. 
When told who the nmin was, the gun- 
man’s father muttered something 
under his breath, turned his face and 
rushed into the prison. Mr. Rosen- 
bere saw his son for a few moments. 
Later he was told that his petition 
would be useless unless it could be 
presented to Superintendent of State 
Prisons Riley. who had juste¢teft for 
Albany. 

“Daze Frank” Hasn't Confessed. 

A rumor that. Superintendent Riley 
had in his hands a full confession from 
“Dazo Frank” Cirofici, with whom he 
had a long conversation before leav- 
ing the prison, was disposed of to- 
night by a clear statement from 
Father Cashin, prison chaplain. 

The chaplain explained that “Dago 
Frank,” in whom Superintendent 
tiley had taken special interest in his 
over-night visit to the prison, had dic- 
tated three pages of comment on his 
own case, as distinct f “mm the others. 
While the exact text o. 1e statement 
is not known, it is unde. ‘ood that it 
is not a confession. The ar gun- 
men again reiterated today "™*per- 
sistent declaration that “Dago k”’ 
was not present at the time ‘he 
murder. 

The prisoners were kept in ignorance 
of the progress of the hearing before 
Judge Goff and extracted what com- 
fort they could from this last hope. 
But the belief in an eleventh hour de- 
liverance, which has defied and sur- 
vived the failure of every appeal, today 
collapsed. The gunmen were sure they 
are going to die, it was said about 
the prison. 

Bathed for Death, 

When they went back to their cells 
after being bathed and realized the 
significance of the new prison clothes 
and the new mattress, a formality 
which always precedes the execution. 
they showed for the first time what a 
small residue of nervous strength holds 
them from breaking down.

After Hearing the “Newly 
Discovered Evidence” Jus- 
tice Goff Decides It Is 
Worthless and Refuses to 
Interfere With the Verdict. 
EVIDENCE SUSPICIOUS, 
DECLARES JUDGE GOFF 


He Wonders Why It Was 
Kept Concealed While the 
Gunmen Were on Trial and 
Then Sprung at the Last 
Moment—Goff Calls the 
New Evidence Worthless. 


April 11.—The last hope 
of the four gunmen condemned to die 
Monday for the murder of Herman 
Rosenthal, the gambler, seemingly was 
blasted tonight when Supreme Court 
Justice John W. Goff, to whom a final 
appeal for a new trial had been made, 
declined to reopen their case. 
Evidence of New Witnesses. 
At a prolonged hearing today, 
tice Goff, the presiding 
judge at the trial, listened 
to the testimony of new witnesses pro- 
duced at the last moment Dy counsel 
for the doomed men.

Why Did They Keep Silent? 
“Briefly have I touched on the prin- 
cipal points in the testimony of each 
of the four witnesses, and in doing so 
l have not referred to the testimony 
of the affidavits in contradiction, nor 
to the impression which was produced 
upon my mind during their examina- 
tion and. cross-examination. That im- 
pression was most persuasive of dis- 
belief in what they said.

letter from Miss Julia C. Lathrop, head 
of the federal children’s bureau, with a 
view to stimulating interest in baby 
saving in the United States. Accord- 
ing to Miss Lathrop, New Zealand has 
the lowest infant mortality rate of any 
country and this has been brought 
about mainly through efforts of the 
New Zealand Society for the Health of 
Women and Children. In one city— 
Dunedin—the work of the society re- 
duced the infant mortality rate 50 per 
cent in five years, from 1907 to 1912. 
Miss Lathrop urges that not only in 
cities, but in country districts, provi- 
sion be made for instructing mothers in 
the care of babies; teaching young 
girls all practical methods of home- 
making, including hygiene and feed- 
ing; giving proper hospital care to 
sick babies and maintaining confer- 
ences where mothers can have their 
children examined and can thus. learn 
of any bad condition before it has 
progressed beyond recovery.

TRAPPED IN SWAMP 


Men Who Tried to Hold Up 

I. C. Passenger Surround- 
ed—One Killed in the At- 
tempted Hold-Up. 


Amite, La., April 11.—Posses, head- 
ed by Sheriff Ballard, of Tangipahoa 
parish, and Special Agent Young, of 
the Illinois Central railway, tonight 
surrounded Beaver swamp near here, 
where the two white men who today 
attempted to hold up Illinois Central 
passenger train No. 34, wounding Isom 
‘Allen, a porter, and causing the death 
of Lude Anderson, who jumped from 
the train and was ground to death be- 
neath the wheels. were believed to be 
concealed. 

It was expected that the men would 
be captured before morning, as one of 
them was said to be limping from a 
wound received when W. J. Kent, as- 
sessor of Tangipahoa parish, fired on 
the bandits as they left the train.

Soon after the 
train left Flukers the two men, with 
handkerchiefs tied over their faces, 
appeared at a door of the negro coach 
and ordered all to hold up their hands. 
As the command was given Allen grap- 
pled with one of the robbers, who fired 
point blank at him. When Allen fell 
one of the robbers pulled the bell cord 
and as the speed of the train slacken- 
ed both jumped. In this short space of 
time Anderson had met his death.

jury today by Judge Daly, in the muni- 
cipal court, and was later served with 
another warrant charging him with 
arson. His bond in the assault with 
intent to murder case was fixed at 


$1,000. 

No date for a hearing on the arson 
charge has yet been fixed by the court, 
and in the meantime Yarbrough will 
remain in jail. The warrant charging 
arson was thken out by W. R. Joyner, 
state fire marshal, and charges Yar- 
brough with burning his house. 

Miss Herndon told practically the 
same story about Yarbrough. giving 
her the banana, admitting that she 
had gone to a barn in the rear of the 
Yarbrough home and there searched 
four trunks containing effects of the 
Yarbroughs which had been = saved 
from the fire which recently destroyed 
their home and which it is alleged Yar- 
brough had made an affidavit to the 
insurance company that they were 
lost in the fire. She claims Yarbrough 
asked her not to say anything about 
what she had seen. 

Witnesses at the hearing today 
were divided as to whether Yarbrough 
gave Miss Herndon the banana or 
whether she took it from his pocket. 
Some testified one way and some an- 


other. 

Yarbrough testified that he did give 
Miss Herndon a banana last Saturday, 
but that she ate it right there before 
him, and that he certainly had not 
Ziven her a poisoned banana on Tues- 
day of last week, as charged. ‘Yar- 
brough declared that following his re- 
turn from a hayride one night last 
week, he found that his house had 
been entered during his absence and 
that all of his effects had been dis- 
turbed during his absence. Later, he 
said, Mr. Herndon’s little daughter 
came to his house and told him that 
the detective had entered the house 
while he was away and had secured a 
list of all of his personal effects. 

Chemist Morris, who analyzed the 
poison found in the banana, testified 
at the hearing today that the banana 
contained between four and five 
grains of bichloride of mercury. 

After Yarbrough had been bound 
over it was stated by those close to 
him that he would probably take out 
warrants against Detective Oglesby, a 
Pinkerton man, charging him with en- 
tering into a house and with perjury.

At a meeting of the general com- 
mittee for the new Grady hospital bond 
issue, held yesterday afternoon at the 
chamber of commerce with Bishop C. 
K. Nelson presiding as chairman, a 
comprehensive organization plan was 
outlined for the campaign. 

Pledges of support were received 
from the various branches of civic, 
business and industrial life of the city 
and promises were made which indi- 
cate that a great concerted movement 
is beginning in favor of the issue as 
already recommended by mayor and 
council. 

A central executive committee was 
organized as follows: Captain J. W. 
English, J. K. Orr, Ivan E. Allen, 
Thomas Egleston, 8S. B. Marks, J. B. 
Hewitt, John E. Murphey, Frederic J. 
Paxon, Dr. W. S. ElkKin, Wilmer lL

hart, E. J. McBurney. 

Active Campaign Committee. 

At the same time a motion was

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CARRANZA AND VILL 
10 HOLD CONFERENCE: 


Carranza Goes to Chihuahua. 
Improvement in Foreign 
Relations Predicted. 


El Paso, Texas, April 11.—Much im- 
provement in the foreign relations of 
the constitutionalist provisional gov- 
ernment of northern Mexico, it is pre- 
dicted, will result from the meeting 
Promised at Chihuahua next week be- 
tween General Venustiano Carranza 
and General Francisco Villa. 

Representations of the most 
ous nature have been pouring in on 
General Carranza at Juarez from 
Washington since the expulsion of the 
Spaniards from Torreon. Carranza, it 
is said, has made no direct replies to 
several of these representations and 
today it was said that the state de- 
partment insisted that definite written 
replies be returned. The question in- 
volved deals with the expulsion of 
Spaniards, the confiscation of property 
and the right of the United States to 
deal directly with Carranza in behalf 
of other nations. 


vigor- 
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Statement Was Ill-Advised. 


Many among Carranza’s advisers ex- 
pressed the opinion today that Ysidro 
Fabela, acting foreign minister, was 
ill advised in issuing a public state- 
ment yesterday quoting Carranza as 
exulting over the visit of H. C. Myles, 
British consul at El Paso, and point- 
ing out that similar actigns by other 
governments would greatly improve 
foreign relations. The statement 
pointed to the visit as a triumph for 
Carranza’s policy announced at 
Nogales a month or more ago that he 
would insist on each foreign govern- 
ment making its own representations 
to him, rather than through the state 
department at Washington. This policy 
later was modified to suit the wishes 
of Washington, but the Fabela state- 
ment Was interpreted as indicating the 
resumption of a _ stiffer attitude by 
General Carranza. 

Consul Myles’ visit, it was said, as- 
sured the security of British mining 
property in northeastern Mexico. Some 
of Carranza’s advisers who visited Fl 
Paso today declared the statement, 
as transmitted, was an exaggeration of 
Carranza’s real attitude. 

Carranza has been handicapped re- 
cently in dealing with both foreign and 
domestic affairs by the disordered con- 
dition at Torreon as the natural result 
of two weeks of severe fighting, the

Conference With Villa. 


A heart-to-heart talk between him- 
self and Villa, therefore, it is said. is 
looked on with high hope by other 
leaders. The two have not met since 
the Madero revolution, and since that 
time Villa has risen from the crude 
leader of a small band to the eom- 
mand of an army, and all accounts from 
the front agree that he has broadened 
and grown under increased responsi- 
bilities. 

After the interview it is predicted 
that Carranza will be able to render to 
Washington assurances satisfactory to 
both sides. 

General Carranza, his staff and the 
personnel of the executive offices left 
Juarez today for Chihuahua. Next 
Monday George C. Carothers, special 
agent of the state department, will 
follow him and will continue to Tor- 
reon if Carranza removes his capital 
to the scene of the recent battle. 

Knowledge of the military situation 
east of Torreon remained vague to- 
day. The federal evacuation of San 
Pedro was confirmed and General 
Velasco Was reported still at Parras, 
100 miles west of Saltillo. 

There were rumors of fikhting, but 
it could not be learned whether the 
federals really were in that city in 
force or merely occupied the town 
with a rear guard left while the main 
body of the troops which Velasco took 
out of Torreon made good their re- 
treat to Saltillo.

the investigation should develop a 
greater responsibility on the part of 
Colonel Hinojosa, the penalty applica- 
ble to the case will be imposed by the 
competent legal authorities.’ 

“General Huerta also stated that in 
the government of Mexico Has always 
followed in the fulfillment of its duties 
of an international character regarding 
all nations, it deplores what has oc- 
curred in this case which has grown 
out of nothing more than the misun- 
derstanding of a subordinate official. 

“His superior officer at once pro- 
ceeded to point out that the occurrence 
was unintentional and he imposed upon 
Colonel Hinojosa, disciplinary unibsh- 
ment within the authority of General 
Zaragoza. 

“Mr. O'Shaughnessy reported that 
the explanation as above made had 
been given to;the press of Mexico City.” 

Huerta’s Good Faith Accepted. 

General Huerta’s good faith was ac- 
cepted, apparently without reservation, 
and it was pointed out that it was but 
fair to await the result of the prom- 
ised investigation and discipline of the 
Mexican officer responsible for the hu- 
miliation of the American navy. The 
navy department, it was said, has is- 
sued no instructions to Rear Admiral 
Mayo directing either the withdrawal 


or enforcement of his demand for a sa- 
lute. Officials here are disposed to re- 
ly on that officer’s discretion and are 
certain he has been informed of the un- 
qualified terms of General Huerta’s ex- 
planation. 

Some doubt was expressed as_ to 
whether the salute could de demanded 
for that was termed an “irresponsible 
act” by a subordinate officer, especially 
in view of the prompt apology from 
Huerta. One official, an authority on 
naval precedents, said he knew of no 
instance in which a salute had been 
given the American colors in like cir- 
cumstances. 

This officer, delving into archives for 
a precedent, found nothing more close- 
ly resembling the Tampico case than a 
civil war incident in which a British 
man-of-war enforced a salute from a 
confederate shore battery and then de- 
clined to return the courtesy for fear 
such action would be construed as 
recognition of the Confederacy. 

Torreon Situation in Doubt. 

Other Mexican reports were meager. 
There was nothing definite concerning 
the Torreon situation. Secretayy Bryan 
said he felt the outlook for the safety 
of foreign oil properties at Tampico 
was improved in consequence of thrice 
repeated demands to contestants there. 
He said no foreign governments had 
made representations in behalf of the 


New representations from the Span- 
ish foreign office through Ambassador 
Willard at Madrid, asking assistance 
for exiled Spaniards at El Paso, 
brought forth the comment that every- 
thing possible is being done.’ Secretary 


Bryan again explained that he had in- 


structed Consular Agent Carothers. to 
demand of General Carranza that the 
case of every Spaniard be considered 
separately on its merits and that there 
be no more wholesale deportation be- 
cause of race. 

Mr. Bryan indicated that he would 
continue to press the claims of the 
Spaniards without abatement. 

A belated report to the navy depart- 
ment. from Rear Admiral Howard at 
Acapulco, sent Thursday night, said all 
was quiet at that port towards which 
the Zapatistas are moving. Two in- 
effective bombs were dropped by the 
aeroplane Topolobampo at the federal 
gunboat Morelos near Topolobampo. 

The gunboat Tampico, which has 
passed through many vicissitudes since 
defecting to the rebel cause, was re- 
ported to be “pumping out water.” 

Expulsion of Spaniards Defended. 

Constitutionalist headquarters here 
in a statement tonight defended the 
expulsion of certain Spanish residents 
of Mexico as an act in accordance with 
the Mexican constitution and supported 
by international law. The deportations 
were ordered, the statement says, to 
“prevent them from giving further as- 
sistance to the enemy and to protect 
them from the people who might, under 
present peculiar conditions, commit 
acts of violence against them.” 

The statement insists, however, that 
not all Spanish residents of the district 
involved were expelled,’ the order ap- 
plying only to those who constitution- 
alist authorities had reason to believe 
were in league with the federals.

Eagle Pass, Texas, April 11.—Ar- 
rested last night by Mexican federals 
in Piedras Negras, opposite Eagle Pass, 
three enlisted men on the third field 
artillery, U. S. A., were surrendered 
this afternoon to American army of- 
ficers upon the demand of United 
States Consul William P. Blocker at 
Piedras Negras. 

The three American soldiers who en- 
tered the Mexican town in civilian 
clothing, were placed in the guard- 
house at the border patrol camp here 
and will be courtmartiaied for alleged 
disobedience of orders. All soldiers had 
been instructed, it is said, to remain 
away from the Mexican side of the 
Rio Grande. 

Their release was effected only after 
a personal conference between Consul 
Blocker and Federal General Guajardo, 
the consul’s formal request for the re- 
lease of the men having been refused. 
At the conference Consul Blocker de- 
manded the immediate release of the 
men, who were later surrendered to 
American army Officers.

According to official news received by

“Advices received at the Mexican 
embassy from secretary of foreign re- 
lations in Mexico City indicate that 
the forces of Generals Velasco, Moure 
and Maas have united and proceeded to 
attack the rebels besieged at Torreon, 
thus carrying out the strategic plan 
initiated by Velasco.”

The entire national 
bank capital of the district is more 
than sufficient to make up the mini- 
mum capital stock, $4,000,000, of the 
bank here. 

Hundreds of state banks in the dis- 
trict are eligible to enter the system 
and take stock in the federal bank.

EFFORT MADE TO BAR 
“PINK BOLL WORM” 


Washington, April 11.—Fear that the 
“pink boll worm,” a dangerous cotton 
pest, may be introduced into the United 
States through accidental presence of 
seed in lint cotton received by spin- 
ners caused the federal horticultural 
board today to warn cotton mills,. es- 
pecially those in the south, to destroy 
by burning all seed that may be found 
in bales of imported Egyptian cotton. 
The seed, it is stated, is likely to con- 
tain the larvae of-the destructive pest. 

The board regarded the pink boll 
worm so dangerous to the cotton crop 
that last year a quarantine was pro- 
mulgated against importations of cot- 
ton seed from all foreign countries. 


Since then several shipments of cotton 
seed infested with the worm have been 
intercepted and destroyed. 


small,” says the board, “a very large 
quantity of baled Egyptian cotton is 
imported so that in the aggregate the 
number of infested seeds might well 
prove a serious menace to the local 
crop. This is especially true in view 
of the fact that much of this baled 
cotton is shipped to southern cotton 
mills which, in some cases, are in the 
immediate vicinity of cotton  flelds 
which would form a ready breeding 
place for any larvae that might es- 
cape.”

New York, April 11.—Aggressive 
Support for the stock market was 
lacking today and prices eased off 
slowly. Only a small amount of busi- 
ness came in over the holiday, and the 
foreign markets. still were closed. 
Under the circumstances, and with a 
week-end session, the street looked 
for only a nominal market. Trading 
was limited largely to professional 
operations, and while the movement 
was steadily downward the average 
loss was not severe.

One Chicago Firm Buys 
Two Millior! Bushels—De- 
lays in Planting Balks the 
Bulls. 


Chicago, April 11.—Uneasiness over 
green bugs in Oklahoma had much to 
do today with an advance in the price 
of wheat. Largely in consequence the 
market closed steady at a gain of %C 
to %@%sc net. Corn finished %@*c 
to *%c down: oats unchanged to %4c 
lower and provisions off a shade to 
2% @5c. ; 

Despite an opinion by a veteran crop 
expert that the green bugs had done 
no damage to wheat as yet, buying on 
the part of one Chicago firm alone 
amounted to nearly 2,000,000 bushels. 
Advices were to the effect that the 
noxious insects were thoroughly dis- 
tributed in the best Oklahoma. coun- 
ties and that conditions favored the 
spread of the pest. 

Delay in starting crop seeding both 
in the United States and Canada help- 
ed give courage to the wheat bulls. 
Besides, world shipments were expect- 
ed to show a decided falling off, and 
there was talk that Nebraska needed 
rain. The market at no time showed 
anv important reaction. 

Corn broke. sharply 
pressure from leading speculators. 
Word that Argentine corn was being 
sold in Oklahoma had a depressing ef- 
fect. Declines in cash prices at Kan- 
sas City and Omaha tended also to 
make the market heavy. A moderate 
bulge at the commencement of trad- 
ing served only to render the weakness 
later more evident by contrast. 

Oats were unsettled, but finelly dis- 
played most sympathy for the down- 
turn in corn. The chief contending 
influence was the weather hindrance 
to planting. 

Provisions sagged throughout the 
day. Lack of any important buying 
formed the main reason.

Wall street 
would not have to go far to find some- 
thing cheerful to talk about if it was 
only looking for prosperity instead of 
for trouble.

The After House. By Mary Roberts 
Rinehart. The admirers of Mrs. Rine- 
hart are delighted that she has written 
another “Rinehart” story, that is, an- 


other of “her mystery stories—one of 
which the plot, laid in a Pullman, 
was “The Man in Lower Ten” and then 
there was that baffling mystery, “The 
Circular Staircase. ”" Now comes “The 
After House” with its story of murder 
and mystery, and this time it is lo- 
cated on a private yacht, and it is 
needless to say that it is also full of 
thrills and surprises. The characters, 
some seven or eight, are all interest- 
ing and natural and the usual love 
Story holds the reader's attention and 
admiration. 

Mrs. Rinehart is one of the most 
popular and successful current writers 
and has become also a magazine fa- 
vorite. Many of her books have run 
into large editions and theatrical man- 
agers consider her dramatic work of 
a high order. Her inspiration for this 
story, “The After House,” was a fa- 
mous sea tragedy which took place 
some sixteen years ago. It is well to 
say trat this story has not appeared 
serially in any magazine or paper.

In “The After House’ Mary Roberts 
Rinehart shows how truth is stranger 
than fiction.

A negro driver of a two-horse wagon ran 
down a young white boy at Central avenue 
and East Mitchell street the other day, frac- 
turing his arm and shoulder blade, then 
dashing away without waiting to see the 
consequences of his recklessness.

In the Central avenue instance the boy 
might easily have been killed, as might have 
been the case in the Auburn avenue in- 
stance. In either one, prompt assistance on 
part of the driver in summoning ambulance 
or physician might easily have saved life;

ward death.

A BUSINESS REST CURE. 

The tendency in both house and senate 
to expedite the legislative program will be 
hailed with approval by the business inter- 
ests of the country. : 

Reports from the senate are to the effect 
that even the opposition to the Panama 
canal tolls repeal has decided to avoid ob- 
structionist tactics. The one obstacle to a 
comparatively early adjournment of con:

NEGROES AND THE HOSPITAL. 


H. H. Proctor, pastor of the negro First 
Congregational church, has been preaching 
excellent health doctrine to his race, none 
of which has been more pertinent than the 
following recent reference to the etake of 
the negro in the plan to enlarge the facilities 
of Grady hospital: 

The voters of the city will soon pass 
upon a matter of vital importance to 
welfare. I refer to the issuance of 
bonds to supply certain necessary 
Improveinents, among these better 
hospital facilities. The death rate 
among the colored people is far too 
high: One reason of this is the lack 
of proper hospital facilities. A case 
in point is that of the Carrie Steele 
orphanage, where an epidemic of 
diphtheria broke out, and because 
there was no provision for isolating 
ihe ones affected seven or eight chil- 
dren have died within the last few 
weeks. I trust, therefore, that the 
colored men of the city will register 
tomorrow so as to be ready to cast 
their ballot in favor of the bonds so 
Vital to health of the whole city. 


The white man has a vital enough in- 
terest in improving municipal equipment for 
fighting the disease and death rate. The 
interest of the negro is incomparably larger, 
approaching practically the gravity of racial 
preservation. 

The superior handicap of the white man 
in the way of education and knowledge and 
money enables him better to safeguard the 
health of himself and his family out of his 
private sources. The majority of negroes 
lack this resource. To a controlling extent 
they must depend upon the city for pro- 
tection. 

That is one phase. The other is that 
the sick negro, the negro without contagious 
hospital facilities, ignorant of sanitation, 
reckless of sanitary laws, is a menace to 
every white inhabitant of the city. There 
are no white and negro germs. They are all 
just germs, and they are deadly. 

It is well that the negro no less than the 
white man should wake up to these facts. 
An adequate municipal hospital is the indis- 
pensable arch to any community health 
structure. The more quickly we put that 
principle into effect the more quickly will 
we work toward standardizing the health of 
white as well as negro.

THAT VEREEN IS OUT OF RACE 

Savannah, Ga., April ly.—(Special.)—-The 
friends of J. Randolph Anderson are jubi- 
lant over the announcement that Hon. W. C. 
Vereen, of Moultrie, will not make the race 
for. governor. 

Unless more formidable opposition devel- 
ops the south Georgia pofiticians are con- 
fident they can elect their man. There seems 
no longer to be any doubt that Mr. Ander- 
son will have the solid support of south 
Georgia.

The impression that has reached Savannah is 
this will not occur. This is accounted for 
in this way: 

Within the last few months Senator Hoke 
Smith has won favor with the element in 
this section which has heretofore bitterly 
opposed him. At this time even Savannah 
regards Smith very favorably, and this feel- 
ing is reflected throughout south Georgia. 

The reason of this friendliness is that 
Senator Smith has done south Georgia several 
good turns recently. He has been particular- 
ly active in helping Savannah out in several 
movements. Therefore, with Mr. Anderson 
recognized as the south Georgia candidate, 
it is not reasonable to think that the friends 
of Senator Smith will consider putting out a 
candidate and thus embarrassing him with 
his newly made friends in this section. 

Mr. Anderson has not made any definite 
plans. for his campaign. They will be de- 
termined largely, of course, by the opposi- 
tion he has for the governorship. He ex- 
pects to make several speech-making trips 
over the state and to keep in touch with the 
voters in other ways.

Augusta, Ga., April 11.—(Special.)—Of late 
the big interest which was promfsed in 
the tenth congressional district race has 
dwindled. Attention has turned more, in the 
past two weeks, to the governorship, the 
United States senate and to the county of- 
fices—though it is said that quite a little 
bit of money from one of the congressional 
candidates has been sent into Richmond 
county for organization purpoSses. Up to 
this time Oswell Eve hasn’t announced for 
congress, but undoubtedly will do so when 
he thinks the time is ripe.

—but he’s going to run. Joe Reynolds is 
making speeches at the rate of two or three 
a week, and says he is just as optimistic as 
ever over his chances. 

So far it is too early to get a reasonable 
size-up on the senatorial situation.

|| Roster of Members of House 


From Fulton Is Completed 


Lucien lL. Knight, compiler of rec- 
ords, has just completed the roster .of 
members of the house of representa- 
tives from Fulton county, dating back 
to 1855. The county was formed in 
1853. 

In 1855-6 the county had but one 
representative, John L. Harris. In 
1861-2 the representatives were J. J. 
Thasher, familiarly known as “Uncle 
John” Thrasher, and C. A. Pitts, both 
well known pioneer citizens in their 
day. In 1863-4 William Ezzard, one of 
the first mayors of Atlanta, whose 
home stood near the site of the Pied- 
mont hotel, was one of the representa- 
tives. In 1871-2 Captain Henry Jack- 
son, father of Marion Jackson, one of 
Atlanta’s most brilliant lawyers, was 
one of the three who represented the 
county. 

In 1873-4 Clark Howell, unele of 
Clark Howell, editor of The Constitu- 
tion, was a member. A few years later 
Clark Howell was a member and in 
1890—was speaker.

April is the month for the most effective campaign against the fly. If 
you kill the first flies that come, you will save the trouble of killing millions 
later. It requires education to realize that the extermination of the fly is 
one of the most effective means of securing health. 

This pest cannot breed except in filth, then away with the breeding 
places. Insist upon the removal and sanitary disposal of tin cans, garbage, 
and refuse from streets, rear of stores and backyards. If we could only make

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LANIER AFTERNOON 
SPENT BY HISTORY 
CLUB OF MACON 


If Father Time had turned his flight 
backward and lifted “the veil of mys- 
ters’’ on Monday afternoon last at the 
meeting of the. History club’ (with 
Mrs. Will Gunn) and Sidney Lanier 
could have stepped forth, would he 
have felt at last—at last, he had come 
into his own and we were recognizing 
him as a clear-sighted genius’ That 
his work and influence were growing 
in importance? In the president’s pre- 
lude to the program she spoke inter- 
estingly of Lanier’s appreciation of art 
and beauty and his skill as a musician. 
Her appropriate introduction was fol- 
lowed by an excellent program. 

Sidney Lanier’s lectures at Johns 
Hopkins university on “The English 
Novel” were vividly discussed in a 
paper by Dr. John G. Harrison, pro- 
fessor of philosophy at Mercer uni- 
versity. This was indeed a rare treat 
to the club.. Dr. Harrison held his 
audience, from beginning to close, in 
rapt attention and his tributes to the 
author had just enough of criticism 
to make his address sparkle with origi- 
nality. His paper treated several of 
the lectures as somewhat parentheti- 
eal, but attributed to them much value 
as presentations of Laniter’s doctrines 
of philosophy and art. However, the 
main portion of the treatment was de- 
voted to the leading thesis of the lec- 
tures, to wit: that the sense of per- 
sonality among the ancients was very 
feeble and limited as compared with 
the modern, and that the modern novel 
was developed as the only form ade- 
quate for the expression of this per- 
sonality. 

The author’s presentation of the doc- 
trine was fairly and sympathetically 
outlined. A careful estimate of the 
success of the lectures in maintaining 
the position was offered. A few, but 
apt, quotations used by Lanier and 
others, gathered by the reader, served 
to illustrate the positions taken or 
criticised. It was shown that although 
the argument is not formally consist- 
ent or logically conclusive, it Is pre- 
sented with great brilliance and power. 
The ancient Greeks did not have as 
little personality as Lanier gives them, 
but he shows us that there has heen 
a large development which is revealed 
by the novel as found in George Elliot. 
The success in the statement of the 
theory, the brilliance of its presenta- 
tion and the stimulation to be found 
in its examination will he!p to make 
Sidney Lanier immortal. 


Mrs. Mallary’s Paper. 


Another paper on the program 
showing scholarly study and insight 
into poetry was read by Mrs. Eugene 
Mallary. 

In her introductory remarks 
gave her husband credit for the 
that she had hurriedly written. Lanier 
is the only author who has given a 
scientific basis of poetry and Mrs. Mal- 
lary gave an interesting discussion on 
the “Science of English Verse.” ‘She 
told us many things that we did not 
know, but from her remarks we can 
only give a few quotations. Her dis- 
on the subject of ‘“‘tone-color” 
in verse lingered with us. She says 
there can be no doubt that there is a 
wonderful varietv of tone-cvlor in 
music. The flute tone is easily dis- 
tinguishable from that of the violin, 
and the same note played wumon the 
violin has one color when ‘the per- 
former is a beginner and quite a dif- 
ferent color when the performer is a 
master. - in verse we have different 
tone qualities just as in music.

SANITARY LAW PASSED. 

In Iowa the last general assembly 
passed a sanitary law, effective July 4. 
1913. This law makes mandatory pro- 
vision for the sanitary condition of all 
buildings, and equipment of all sorts. 
and for the personal cleanliness of em- 
ployes, wherever shall be operated or 
conducted a bakery, candy factory, ice 
cream factory, canning factory. laugh- 
ter house, meat market, etc. The law 
provides that none of these shall be 
operated without a license from the 
State dairy and food commissioner.

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WOMEN OF QUITMAN 
TO HELP IN WORK 
OF INDUSTRIAL CLUB 


Quitman, Ga., April 11.—(Special.)— 
The Quitman women who belong to 
the civic department of the Woman's 
club feel that a tremendous advance 
has been made toward real civic im- 
provement in recent developments 
here. To begin with, after several 
years of work and of disappointment 
the cows were voted off the streets in 
the recent municipal election by a ma- 
jority which definitely settles that 
vexing matter. 

Coincident with this the street com- 
mittee of the city council employed 
Mr. Marquis, a landscape expert with 
P. J. Berckmans, of Augusta, to come 
here and direct the work being done 
on the new city park. Mr. Marquis 
spent two days here staking out drive- 
ways and paths and indicating the 
work to be done this summer prepar- 
atory to fall plantings. He will return 
next fall and direct the planting of 
shrubbery and also plan plantings for 
the city street parks which are in each 
block of the main streets. 

The Woman's club has 
along that any park development 
should be done under the direction of 
an expert so that the work would be 
beautiful and permanent and would 
eliminate expensive mistakes. The 
civic committees of the club are now 
planning a fall campaign of planting 
which will make Quitman one of the 
prettiest towns in the state within 
another year. 

The chief feature of next Monday’s 
meeting of the civic department will 
be a talk to the club women Dy. Mr. 
Edward Y. Clarke, recently’ = elected 
secretary of the Industrial club. Mr. 
Clarke believes the women are very 
important faectors in town development 
and he will talk to the club about the 
program of the Industrial club and 
what the Woman’s club can do to help 
it. The landscape gardener for the 
city park came as the result of Dr.,. T. 
H. McHatton’s recent lecture here on 
landscape gardening w“wnder club aus- 
pices, and Mr. Clarke's coming to the 
club on this basis of co-operation en- 
courages the women to believe that 
some very definite and material im- 
provements may be acctdmplished dur- 
ing the coming year.

!. Thepurchase ofa galvanized zinc 
garbage tank, which may be fitted to 
any wagon. The tank costs only $30. 

2. By the hiring of a man and team 
at $5 a day to cover your town twice 
a week. 

3. By insisting through the press and 
if possible getting the health officers 
to demand that every house be pro- 
vided with a covered metal garbage 
can. 

Then work to get the city to take 
over the collection, which is a part of 
the city’s business of municipal house- 
keeping. Sut it is your business first. 
Remember that the first ambulances 
in Chicago were bought by a woman’s 
club. 

You can take no greater precaution 
for the health of your town, save only 
the establishment of a system of sew- 
age.

In Interest of Movement For 
Greater Hospital in Atlanta 


By Iisma Dooly. 
The women of Atlanta, with that 


helpful spirit which has characterized 


them since Atlanta was Marthasville, 
the spirit which has been the strong- 
est factor in the building of the schools, 
the churches and the hospitals, as they 
are today, will rally tomorrow to the 
movement for the “Greater Hospital” 
when they meet to confer with the citi- 
zens of Atlanta who are pushing the 
campaign for the greater hospital. 

Whether or not women are given 
political freedom, whether or not they 
are given their representation on mu- 
nicipal boards, nothing will ever do 
away with their sense of appreciation 
that their first and essential duty is in 
the making of the home, and iheir 
mothering of those who need it wheth- 
er in the home that is theirs, in the 
neighbor’s home, or in the motherless 
home of the slums. No political rights, 
no decorations in public life, will alter 
the natural law that women are the 
ministering angels of humanity; the 
angels who temper the sorrows of the 
heart-sore; who smooth out the lines 
time makes on old foreheads; who give 
the drink of cold water to feverish 
lips; who lull to sleep the helpless 
babe. 

God gifted them with peculiar at- 
tributes when He made of them the 
ministering angels of humanity and 
there is no time when they are more 
surely fulfilling their noblest obliga- 
tion than when they reach out with 
the spirit of universal motherhood and 
give help where help is needed. It is 
then that they are the real help- 
mates in the great plan making for 
higher civilization.

erated organizations, expressed surprise 
“the women had not been asked be- 
fore” when waited upon by the com- 
mittee in charge of the greater hos- 
pital movement and asked if she and 
her co-workers would help. 

“Certainly we will help. Tell us 
how.” And she issued a call for the 
mass meeting Monday at 12 o'clock in 
the Woman's building on West Baker 
street. At this meeting the: mayor, Dr. 
Ww. S. Elkin, Dr. Summerall, of the Grady 


hospital, and Mr. Robert L. Foreman, 
of the central committee, will speak, 


setting forth the plan of the campaign 
which must be organized, pushed and 
led to victory in four weeks’ time. 

A definite plan of work will be de- 
fined for the women, and the meeting 
will be brief, and to the point. Mrs. 
Lumpkin, in discussing the matter, 
stated: 

“Through our ward clubs, and 
through additional committees, it is the 
purpose of the women I have been able 
to confer with, in the short notice given,

“We will post those not informed of 
the policy of the hospital movement, 
convincing them it will not bean extra 
burden of the citizen, but a help to him. 
We will conduct as best we can a kind 
of educational campaign as to the re- 
lation of the hospital to general health 
conditions, and meet through the wom- 
en any objection that may exist in the 
minds of men voters as to practicabil- 
ity of the means decided upon as means 
to get the greater hospital. The indif- 
ferent voter we will try to reach 
through women, this one to be found 
just as often in the home of wealth 
and comfort as in the less fortunate 
home.” 

All Should Hold Meetings. 

I hope that within the next two 
weeks every woman's organization in 
Atlanta will find it possible to hold 
a meeting to pass upon this greater 
hospital movement formally and to go 
on record as having indorsed it. I! 
hope the affiliating organizations will 
work in the movement, for the great r 
hospital is universal in spirit. It co! 
cerns women of individual interest: , 
women patriotic, practical and artistic; 
women in organizations and out of 
them—-most emphatically all women. 

Just what the Grady hospital now is; 
its disadvantages, its lack of facilities, 
lack of service, lack of modern meth- 
od, will be fully explained by the cam- 
paign now on, and it will be clearly, 
directly and conclusively shown what 
the hospital can be made, to be worthy 
of Atlanta and her civic ideals, to be 
worthy to carry on the name it bears 
of the new south’s greatest prophet, 
Henry Grady.

Atlanta Has Become 
An Important Coftee 
Distributing Center 


Atlanta as a coffee market has been 
rapidly coming to the front in com- 
merce during the last six years. 

George E. Morgan, general manager 
of the Atlanta Coffee Mills company, 
an expert coffee roaster, has made a 
study of the growing market, and an- 
nounces that Atlanta has become one 
of the most important inland distrib- 
utine centers for coffee in the United 
States. New York and New Orleans are 
the principal coffee markets, followed 
by Boston and Baltimore, but Atlanta 
takes high rank among inland cities. 

Coffee used in the United States 
comes mostly from Brazil. It is cured 
there, the best of it remaining in the 
curing sheds for two years before ship- 
ment to American markets. Reaching 
these shores, cargo is broken and the 
huge bags distribtued to the various 

markets, wherethe different grades are 
blended by experts, carefully roasted 
and placed in packages, the public, in 
the last few years, having become more 
and more addicted to the use of pack- 
aged coffee put up under the private 


brands of firms they know to be sound 
and most likely to use honest, sanitary 
methods in their plants. 

There are a number of important 
roasters in Atlanta, among them be- 
ing the Atlanta Coffee Mills company, 
MecCord-Stewart, Merchants’ Coffee as- 
sociation, C. J. Kamper and others. 
Each of these takes large shares of the 
coffee importations, roast it for home 
use and distribute throughout a large 
territory.

OPINION OF JOBBERS 


Philadelphia Man Invites 
Views of Manufacturers on 
Possibility of Eliminating 
the Middleman. __ 


While there is a never-ending the- 
ory abroad in the land—especially 
among reformers who would solve the | 
problem of the high cost of living—: 
that the jobber is an entirely unneces- 
sary factor in the distribution of food 
products, and there are constantly be- 
ing elvolved plans for. eliminating 
‘‘middlemen”’—which rarely succeed be- 
yond the experimental stage—it is not 
often than tangible facts are mar- 
shaled to prove one or the other side 
of the controversy. 

In a recent investigation of the sub- 
ject of the jobber, made at first hand 
of Phil- 
testimony 


adelphia, some interesting 
tending to show that the jobber is a 
real economy. Mr. Landell’s conclu- 
sions are contained briefly in the fol- 
lowing report of what the manufac- 


in his own. words: 

“We are all too prone to accept here- 
evidence, and we cannot criticize 
the average person too secerely if he 
accepts the theory of direct distribu- 
tion,” said Mr. Landell. 


Danger of Snap Judgment. 


“It is a plausible theeory. Would nvt 
any one of us on snap judgment be- 
lieve that a farmer, coming -to our 
door in his own wagon from his own 
farm, could sell us eggs and butter for 
less money than could a retail grocer, 
who has to make a profit, who in turn 
has to pay a commission man’s profit, 
who receives the butter or eggs via 
freight or express, on which railroads 
and express companies must make a 
profit? 

“Tl say 


snap judgment, for on giving 
4 little sober thought and investiga- 
tion to the matter we arrive at two 
conclusions: first, that in many cases 
the farmer replenishes his stock at 
some local commission man’s store; 
secondly, that while we may some- 
times get slightly fresher products, we 
will almost invariably pay more to the 
farmer for them than we would if pur- 
chasing the same article at the corner 
grocery store. It is simply a matter 
of economies; the farmer’s time is 
worth something, the up-keep of his 
team is considerable, and he handles 
only one line of merchandise—proba- 
bly a very limited quantity of that— 
and must therefore make ae greater 
profit on the individual sale to assure 
a living wage. 

“The same process of reasoninbeg ob- 
tains in the distribution of any line of 
merchandise. There must be some in- 
gents; be they jobbers, 
commission men, brok- 
not. A producer cannot 
absolutely direct to 


what 


his product 


credit department are such an expense 
that to keep their heads above water 
requires a much greater margin of 
profit than the jobbing grocer formerly 
exacted from the retail grogcer. 

“Yes, and another flour milling cor- 
poration tried the same method of dis- 
tribution and in about one year’s time 
threw up their hands and pleaded with 
the jobber to take their goods out 
again and market their flour for them, 

“Do you suppose the sugar refiners 
could set aside the services rendered 
them by the jobber and distribute their 
products direct to the retailer so ad- 
vantageously that the consumer could 
buy his sugar for less money than he 
does now? No; emphatically not. 


Testing the Issué. 


“T have written to over twenty rep- 
resentative manufacturers’? of food or 
kindred products asking their opinion 
as to the economic value of the job- 
ber. In selecting the manufacturers 
I picked out some whose well-known 
policy is to consider the jobber an un- 
necessary distributive medium, for I 
felt that their opinions would be im- 
portant and interesting even though 
they conflict with our conception of 
good business methods. 

“IT received answers from, scores of 

largest manufacturers in the 
world and the consensus of opinion 
was that the jobber is an economic 
factor in the rapid distribution of food 
products.”

Through this department he can keep 
posted on the market, dealing in safe- 
ty, which is a most important consid- 
eration in this business. Then, too, we 
do a large business with fancy gro- 
cers, hotels and cafes throughout the 
southeast, and inasmuch as the quanti- 
ties are limi ee and the range of ter- 
ritory so lar we find it far more 
satisfactory to deal by. phone. This 
end of our business thas increased 
materially within the past several 
months through our market bulletin 
system. We mail a weekly market 
letter to our trade and if a merchant 
finds an item in which he is interested, 
he communicates with us by phone. 
Understand, in inaugurating this de- 
partment, we don’t want to convey the 
impression that we consider it better 
to buy by phone, rather than from our 
salesmen; instead, it is intended as a 
convenience for the trade when our 
salesman is absent from his territory, 
also for the trade in territory not cov- 
ered by our salesforce.”’

Last week in New York money was 
quoted: “Call money, no demand; 
time loans, 3 per cent.” 

Many banks in the south today have 
bills payable, none. This has not been 
the case to any large extent hereto- 
fore, and rarely does time money get 
so cheap in New York. The connec- 
tion between these two statements is 
this—the south is beginning to be 
able to finance herself, because more 
of the money produced here is being 
kept at home or exchanged for value 
received. The recent legislative en- 
actments that have been decidedly an- 
tagonistic to stock and cotton gamb- 
ling have dealt a body blow to that 
element who have been preying on the 
ultimate producer. 

The currency bill recently passed is 
already like a huge shadow coming 
ahead of the real event making for 
changes that will in a great measure 
revolutionize the present system. The 
small banks now so freely scattered 
over the country will pass away, the 
centralization of dependable funds or 
markets for money in.many sections 
of the United States will so seatter 
the huge reserves that have been ever 
on hand in New York for speculative 
purposes that more money than ever 
before will be available for agricul- 
ture. And after all is said and all is 
done, there is only one chief factor 
in’ the whole economy of commercial 
life in the United States, and that is 
the producer, the farmer, the tiller of 
the soil, the people who take the seed 
and cause them to multiply. If condi- 
tions are adverse to the farmer and 


his crops, every industry suffers. If the | 


farmer has the proper assistance every 
industry prospers accordingly. The 
reason the small banker will be a thing 
of the past is simply the result of the 
natural law of supply and demand. If 
Farmer Brown has good crops and 
makes money, and Farmer Jones did 
not, and needs some money,

This condition has existed 
for years relative to money which is 
a mere commodity in New York. It 
has been cheap, but whenever anyone 
outside of the eharmed circle wanted 
it, it gradually got higher and higher 
until it finally got to where it was 
sorely needed, the cost was almost 
prohibitive. Any act or law that will 
tend to more equal distribution of a 
commodity will positively be keenly 
beneficial from the fact that it does
